“And this word, Yet once more, signifieth the removing 
of those things that are shaken, as of things that are made, 
that those things which cannot be shaken may remain.” 


It has been laid upon my heart< 


to talk to you about some unshak- 
able things that stand in the midst 
of all the confusion and changing 
scenes of this present.day. I think 
there is no other word that de- 
scribes conditions everywhere in 
this present day like the word 
“shaken.” Everything. has been 
shaken to its very foundations; 
this is true no matter where we 
turn, or what realm we may enter. 
It is true of the financial world. 
I have people in my congregation 
who, a few years ago, computed 
their wealth in six figures, and 
today have no fortune and have 
barely the necessities, of life. In 
these financial. crises which are 
about ws everwhere, more than one 
individual has come to feel that 
the only way out of his dilemma is 
the unhappy way of self-destruc- 
tion. The financial world has been 
shaken, and the end-is not yet. 


A survey of the political world 
will reveal~ the’ same ~conditions. 
Nothing is more unstable than 
present day governments. Since 
1914 the map of Europe has chang- 
ed many times, and dynasties that 
were founded hundreds of . years 
ago have passed away; while in 
more recent years the Communists, 
the Fascists, and the Nazis have 
been shaking their fists in the face 
of stability, and threatening the 
integrity of the nations. 


Likewise, in the religious world 
many are at a loss to know what 
to believe in regard to the great 
doctrines of our faith. Few of the 
great verities for which multitudes 
have fought and bled, are consider- 
ed ‘worth contending for. The 
world of religion is a place of con- 
fusion, and similar to the financial 
and political worlds, is like a ship 
at sea without a rudder. 


My friends, these conditions in 
the world present an unparalleled 
opportunity to you who know God 
to hold forth the gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and it would 
be a tragedy for you to go out of 
life to stand before God without 
having used your time and talents 
in an honest effort to point men. 
and women to “the Lamb of God, 
which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” Christian people need not 
be perturbed, no matter what the 
future may hold. There are some 
things that are unshakable—as un- 
wavering today as they ever were, 
and I want, as an bassador of 
the King of kings and the Lord of 
lords, to urge you to link your 
your life with these verities so that

l. THE THONE OF GOD 


The first of these unshakable 
things upon which I wish to dwell | 
is the throne of God. In Hebrews 
1:8 we read; ‘Thy throne, O God, 
is for.ever and ever.” We have seen 
other thrones topple and fall. We

have seen throne after throne fall 
in the shaking process of the last 
twenty-five years, and some of 
them have been founded for hun- 
dreds of years. Those that remain 
are becoming more and more in- 
secure, and in regard to them, we 
do not know what a day may bring 
forth. But there is a throne that 
is as unshaken as ever, and that 
throne is the throne of God. No 
matter what may take place in this 
world, or in the starry universe 
above, the throne of God in the 
center of the universe stands for- 
4 ever and cannot be shaken. 


Whatever his capabilities or lack 
of abilities may be, the man who 
acknowledges that throne and 
yields allegiance to it, will, even 
in this day, be as Mt. Zion which 
cannot be moved. The man who 
refuses to reckon with that throne, 
however learned and polished his 
life may be, will be a spiritual 
bankrupt today: and part of the 
chaos of the Christ-rejecting world. 


. My friends, that is the trouble 
with our nation and with the world 
today. We have’ turned away from 
God. All of our national problems 
and our local problems are the in- 
evitable result of our departure 

from the government of the living 
God. For I submit to you that when 
men depart from the realization 
that they are under the personal 
control of the living God and that 
they must give a personal account 
for every word and every deed to 
Him, they naturally gravitate to 
the law of the jungle which says, 
“Do as you please, satisfy the de- 
sires of the flesh without regard | the

‘AChristian Becomes Lost |

Last week we showed that if one 


who had been saved by the blood off 


Christ should go to hell then salva- 
tion would be by works and not by 
grace; then the Bible doctrine of 
salvation by...the substitutionary 
death of Christ on the cross would 
be false; the Bible doctrine that one 
is justified, counted righteous for 
Christ’s sake so that his sins are 
not imputed to him to damn his soul 


|eould not be true; and that if-a 


converted person became lost, 
Christ’s High Priestly intercession 
has failed. Of course, that could 
not be. Such conclusions are ab- 
surdities and prove that a born 
again child of God can not be lost. 

However, here we give four more 
adsurdities that would have to fol- 
low if a child of God could lose his 
salvation. 


i lf A’Saved Person Can Become 
Lost Then God's Own Child 
Would Be In Hell. 


The Bible doctrine of salvation 
as a new birth, is very definite and 
clear. Jesus said to Nicodemus, 
“Except a man be born again, he 
can not see the .kingdom of God,” 
and “Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God,” 
and again, ‘““Marvel not that I said 
unto thee, Ye must be born again” 
(John 3:8, 5, 7). No one: can ever 
be saved, said Jesus, without being 
born again. 


This new birth was discussed in 
Johnvi:12, 13 as follows: 

“But as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that 
believe on his name: 

“Which were born, not of blood, 
nor of the will of the flesh, nor of 
the will of man, but of God.” 

Everyone who believes in Christ, 
trusts in Him for forgiveness, re- 
ceives the power and authority to 
become a son of God, a child of 
God, and sucha one is “born, not 
of blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, but 
of God,” we are told. 

What does it mean to be born 
again, born of God? It means that 
the Holy Spirit of God actually 
comes into the body of one who 
trusts Christ, and works a change, 
regenerates ee gee him a new 
heart, makes him literally a new 
creature. He has still-the old body, 
and the temptations that go with 
the body and the old carnal nature, 
but he also has then a new nature, 
the nature of God. 

The change in the heart is made 
by the double work of the Holy 
Spirit and of‘the Word of God, so 
- John 3:5 says, “born of water 
and of¢the Spirit.” First Peter 1:23 
says, “Being born again, not of 
corruptible seed, but of incorrupti- 
ble, by the word of God, which 
liveth and abideth forever.” The

“Not by works of righteousness

The 
Word of God leads one to repent 
of his sins, a heart-turning from 


them. This is evidently the washing 


by the Word of God. Then the Holy 
Spirit who has convicted the sin- 
ner, makes him alive to God, puts 
new life in him, puts God’s nature 
in him. 

So a Christian has actually be- 
come a child of God. Second Peter 
1:4 says that saved people are 
“partakers of the divine nature.” 
A lost man has only one nature, 
and is a child of wrath. A saved 
person has the old Adamic nature 
inherited from Adam, but he also 
has a new nature, the divine na- 


ture. God lives in him. He is bern. 
of.God. This seed of God is in every” 


Christian, “for IT John 3:9" says; 
“Whosoever is born of God doth 
not commit sin; for his seed re- 
maineth in him: and he cannot sin, 
because he is born of God.” 
Notice carefully that it is only 
that new person, that new nature 
given of God, that does not sin. 
Christian people sin—“If we say 
that we have no sin ,we deceive 
ourselves, and the truth is not in 
us’ says I John 1:8. But it is not 


the new man, not that new nature, 
that sinned. It is the Adamic na- 
ture, the old nature, which we will 
have perfectly regenerated when 
we have our bodies resurrected or 
changed, for heaven. 

But the important point is that 
God’s seed remains in every one 
who is born of God. He literally is 
g partaker of the divine nature. 

Now if that born-again person 
goes to Hell, God’s nature goes to 
Hell in him, and then we would 
have really people born of God, still 
God’s children, still with God’s na- 
ture, in Hell! How absurd and im- 
possible that is! But if a born-again 
child of God can lose salvation and 
be lost forever, that would be what 
would happen—-God’s own children, 
with God’s nature within them, 
God’s seed in them that could not 
sin, would be in Hell! 

You see that the doctrine of the 
new birth, and the teaching that a 
child of God can lose saivation 
cannot be reconciled. The two doc- 


trines do not fit together: One or” 


the other is false.

CONCLUSION: Will You Take 
The Bilble Or Human Wis- 
dom? 


If you have very : _iliaieaiieutty 
read this article and the Scriptures 
contained in it, you must have been 
impressed with the many, many 
Bible teachings that are clearly 
against the idea of a saved person 
losing salvation. 


Now you can see why those who 
do not believe in the blessed eter- 
nal security of born again Ghris- 
tians use human arguments instead 
of the Scriptures. With good inten- 
tions they quote, but misuse a few 
Scriptures, interpretting them con- 
trary to the intended meaning of 
the Holy Spirit. In my ten cent 
pamphlet, “Can a Saved Person 
fiver Be Lost?” I have referred to 
many, many of these Scriptures 
which some people think teach that 
a Saved person can be lost. Only by 
being misunderstood do they seem 
to teach so, I cannot go into them 
here. But usually people who speak 
or write on this subject use very, 
very little Scripture. Instead they 
use human argument. 


People who follow the doctrine of 
Armmins, that saved people are 
lost again when they sin talk about 
the horrors of “Calvinism,” usually 
stressing predestination and infer- 
ring that all who believe in eternal 


_ Salvation of believers are fatalists, 


extreme believers in predestination. 
They talk strongly about ‘“free- 
will” and the power of choice 
though the Bible has no discussion 
of this subject in the relation to the 
security of a believer at all. 
They say again and again that 


- for the Christian “life is a proba- 


tion” though such a term is not 
even mentioned in the Bible. 

' They often say that no one can 
say he is already saved for sure 
or that we won’t know until we get 
to Heaven. But the Bible repeated- 
ly teaches that one now, present 
tense, has eternal life or everlast- 
ing life when he believes in Christ, 
that he shall not come into con- 
demnation, that he is already 
passed from death into life, that 
he shall never perish, that he is 
now the child of God, that he has 
now received the atonement, and 
so forth. 

No matter how good these arzu- 
ments sound, the simple truth is 
that they are used because men 
cannot prove that a child of God 
can fall away and be forever lost 
by the Bible. Hence they try to 
prove it by human reasoning. 
Which will you take, brother, sis-

creature with a new heart; and 
that God has promised again and 
again everlasting life to all of his 
children, and that he will never 
cast them out, that nothing can 
separate one of God’s children from 
God’s love and care, that no one 
can condemn him;—if you will 
take these Bible doctrines, then I 
promise you faithfully that God 
will help you clearly to understand 
all the other Scriptures on the 
same subject and you will find 
there is not a single contradiction 
in the Bible. 


“A dangerous doctrine,’ you 
say? No, no doctrine is dangerous 
if it is in the Bible. 


“It will encourage people to sin,” 
you say. No, it will-not! All over 
America in great revival cam- 
paigns thousands of people have 
come forward on the invitation to 


accept Christ as Saviour. It is a 


shocking fact that about a third 
of these people who come forward 
to be saved, to be converted, are 
people who have previously made 


a start for Christ, and thought. as| 


soon as they sinned they were lost 
again. They gave up hope, _ they 
lived in sin, sometimes for months 
or years before trying to get right 
with God. They had lived like any 
other out-broken sinner because 
they thought they were already 
lost anyway. That proves that the 
doctrine that you are lost again 
as soon as you sin is a dangerous 
doctrine and leads thousands to live 
in sin and discouragement, without 
hope and do not try to live for God. 


But in the twenty-two years of 
revival campaigns, I have also had 
a great many people come on the 
invitation as backsliders, feeling 
that they had lost some of their 
joy, or that they had dishonored 
the Lord by some_ worldliness. 
Some of these were. living in out- 
rageous sin. But it is only fair to 
say that a large majority of them 
were in the churches claiming to be 
Christians, maintaining attendance 
at the house of God. They had lost 
some of their joy, they had grieved 
God by their conduct, but they had 
not given up hope. They had not 
quit. They still thought of them- 
selves as Christians and they tried 
to live for God, though imperfectly. 
The obvious lesson is that a man 
who has someway lost his joy, a 
man who, though a Christian, has 
grieved God by some sin, will do 
much better if he knows that he is 
still God’s child and God is ready 
to forgive him and cleanse him, 
and have him live for God, than if 
he thought he is.now a lost sinner 
again, that his salvation did not 
do him much good anyway, and 
what is the use he cannot hold out 
as so many thousands have said 


| to me they could not. It is certain- 


ly more encouragement to a Chris- 
tian to know that Christ is holding 
him, than to feel that he must get 
himself through by his own works. 
The Bible way is the best way. 


No wonder that D. L. Moody said 
he never knew a good soul-winning 
Christian who wasn’t first . adso- 
lutely sure of his own salvation. 

Will you again go over the eight 
absurdities mentioned in this arti- 
cle and the article last week on the 
same subject? A careful examina- 
tion will prove that the doctrine of 
a Christian losing salvation after he 
is born again is inconsistent with all 
the great doctrines of the Bible.
